Undoubtedly many chickens eat 
more than they need, but the hen that 
is properly led will turn her surplus 
into eggs, tho hen that is fed barely a 
maintenance ration Is necessarily un¬ 
profitable. On* reason the beginner 
with a small fl >ck fol largely from the 
table scraps cut figure out uo low a 
cost of 'ceding chickens is because h9 
doesn't co lit rlie cost of the food he 
would need to buy were It not for the 
scraps. Thy right way to figure the 
coat of a lion’s l'eed isjjot by the value 
of the table scraps at first coat, nor Is 
it right to ontimate that they coat 
nothing, but by what It would cost to 
replace them with poultry food. 

The feeding will tell at the critical 
time of the early -Yosts when the pula 
lets are just coin'ng to lay and tantal* 
tse you with their red combs, but still 
do not lay, vhen the hens are passing 
the last stages of the molting season, 
and not feather before the frosts, 
when the vitality o' all the stock It 
the lowest, and when the price of eggs 
begins to soar to its highest, then It 
is that the ee ling tells.

Climbing and Flying 

The Alpinist has to lift his own 
weight at every step and also put 
forth a good deal of exertion to keep 
himself from falling. At any height 
above 20,000 feet the strongest man 
draws his breath heavily ami ad¬ 
vances slowly as he uses his feet and 
hands to climb. How 1 b It with the 
aviator, who sits behind the wheel 
composed and calculating* How high 
can he rise before nature rebels? 

While the aviator does not have to 
lift his weight the muscles of his 
arms are always In play and the 
strain upon hU nervous system Is 
constant. He therefore puts ’ forth 
strength, while his safety depends up¬ 
on the alcrtnejc of his faculties—he 
must always have control of the areo- 
plane or he will be destroyed. There¬ 
fore, it may be assumed that he can¬ 
not fly as high as men have risen in 
balloons, In which the pilot and hla 
companions can remain motionless, 
with every muscla relaxed as they 
soar upward, feeling at the same time 
perfectly secure so long as they re¬ 
tain consciousness. James Glaisher, 
an Englishman, in a balloon ascent 
from the Greenwich observatory on 
September 5, 1862, to make observa¬ 
tions in the higher srata of tbe at¬ 
mosphere, reacl-od an altitude consid¬ 
erably above 20,000. He intimated 
from the fact that the balloon rising 
1,000 feet a mtLute when he became 
insensible at 29.000 feet and was fall¬ 
ing 2,000 feet a minute when he be¬ 
came himself thirteen minutes later 
that he reached an altitude of 37.C00 
feet. Scientific men have disputed his 
conclusion, however. They allow him 
an altitude) greeter than 29,000 feet, 
but the material fact is that Glaisher 
collapsed at -that height, although in¬ 
tensely interested in his record-break¬ 
ing performance.—New York Sun.

LABOR AND THE WAR 

The enthusiasm attaching to the 
outbreak of hoatilitiea haa 
passed, and the average oitizen ia 
settling down to the consideration 
of the problem of labor. The fact 
of war has brought us all face to 
face with tbe fact that no country 
can proceed to hoatilitiea without 
the recoil striking the working 
olasses, and this winter tbe cities, 
not only of Canada, but of other 
countries, are going to coutaio 
many whose trouble and anxiety 
will be tbe finding of work to tide 
them over the crisis. 

Canada baa always been the 
working man’s country, and haa 
been looked upon as the place 
where a person who has any hoatle 
whatever to them oonld make a 
dollar or so, no matter wbat condi¬ 
tions might be. 

This roseate outlook ignored the 
possibility of a general war, no 
doubt The future was more or 


weight ocourred 
during the fall and winter until a 
gain of from three to five per cen*. 
had been made. A decrease in 
weight, never amounting to more 
than two per oent., commenced in 
spring sod continued iDto the 
antumn, when the weight began to 
increase again.

Io 
one instance two four Here plots 
were cropper! with oa’s, for pur¬ 
pose* of c mptrison, and the plot 
which bad been thoroughly culti¬ 
vated duriog the autumn yielded 60 
bushels more than wa* secured 
from the land not so cultivated. 
The net increase in revenue, after 
making due allowance for the cost 
of cuHvation, amounted to $14.

In the Cannibal lalea 
I The Solcmon Ielanda are la the 
Pacific Ocean, a little south of the 
equator, aud ere mainly inhabited 
by Malaya and Pfcguan negroes.* On 
some of the smaller islands the na¬ 
tives arj cannibals. The captain of 
the Sea Queen knew this when he 
sailed from Queensland, Australia, 
for Buka after a cargo of corpra, but 
he imagined the natives would be 
friendly. He wts cruelly undeceived. 
The morning after the vessel’s arriv¬ 
al at Buka six boats came alongside 
and the natlvec swarmed up on the 
deck. *' 

The crew brought out the gocds 
for trading purposes, and everything 
was apparently on a friendly footing, 
when ruddenly the natives attacked 
the sailors with knives. 

All the sailors were killed except 
three. One of these jumped over¬ 
board mtd was drowned; the two sur¬ 
vivors Were bound hand and foot and 
carried ashore The natives then 
prepared for a cannibal feast, while 
several of them went back to the ship 
and found a barrel of liquor. 

In a short time the entire party 
became stupidly drunk, and the two 
sailors, after freeing themselves from 
their bonds jumped In to a small boat 
and put to sea. 

After floating aimlessly for two 
days they were picked up by a trad¬ 
ing vessel, which carried them to 
other islands, from which they Anal¬ 
ly secured passage for Australia.

ENORMOUS GRAIN YIELD8 


What Frtnch Agriculturists Are Doing 
to Increase the Crops 

French igriculturlsta are paying a 
great deal of attention at present to 
cultivation of 


possible methods of __ __ 

grain crops to increase the yield. In¬ 
stances have already been worked out 
where twenty seeds of grain yielded 
an Increase o ' over 700,000 within a 
period Qt one year. The principle is 
simple. It consists In preparing the 
seed bed In widely spaced lines on 
mellow land. At the end of two 
months the tufts Bpringing from each 
grain are divided and replanted. Fin¬ 
ally earth is hoed up about the new 
plants In such a manner as to provoke 
growth from all points brought Into 
Intimate contac-. with the soil. Each of 
these numerouj shoots bears an ear 
In reality t is r. combination of “slip¬ 
ping,’’ trampla-riing and pruning.

Immense Sum. Are Invested In the 

Industry by Cenedlen end Americen 

Firms— U.8 Congress to be Asked 

to Safeguard industry in Alaska. 

Washington.—Contrary to the ac¬ 
cepted belief In this country whaling 
■ Is -still a great industry,., and It is 
growing rapidly in the Pacific ocean 
adjacent to the coasts of the two 
Americans." This is the assertions of 
W. S. Dwlnnell, of Minneapolis, who 
with other Minneapolitans Is lnterest- 
ad in one of the two whaling compan¬ 
ies operating stations In Alaska and 
wbo is trying to secure legislation by 
eengress for the conservation of the 
•apply of whalee as well as the pro¬ 
tection of thosj engaged in the busi¬ 
ness. 

Recently a favorable report was 
made in the senate, on a bill present¬ 
ed by Senator Knute Nelson, provid¬ 
ing that no wb-ling station should be 
established in Alaska at a less dis¬ 
tance than 76 miles from another. The 
measure was introduced at the in¬ 
stance of Mr. Dwlnnell, who In an ar¬ 
gument before the senate committee 
on fisheries, showed that large 
amounts are invested in whaling ves¬ 
sels and stations on the Pacific coast 

“Up to a few years ago practically 
all whaling was carried on In Atlan¬ 
tic waters, but in recent years there 
has been a gradual development of 
the industry in the virgin waters of 
the Pacific,” said Mr. Dwlnnell. "Sta¬ 
tions have beer, established on the 
coast of Chile, on the west coast of 
Mexico, in British Columbia and in 
Alaska The only American stations 
are located at Grays Harbor, Wash., 
Port Armstrong in Southeastern Al¬ 
aska, and on Akutan island—one of 
the most westerly of the Aleutian 
group. Owing to the long stretches 
•f shore line in Alaska and on the 
Pacific coast of the United States, 
the industry, properly protected and 
encouraged, should and doubtless will 
become of much importance. 

"It has bean demonstrated that 
when fishing is carried on extensively, 
and the vast majority of whales 
caught, they seam to abandon that par¬ 
ticular locality in subsequent years. 
This is due either to the knowledge 
they may have of the dangers of the 
locality or to the fact that so large 
a proportion of the whales accustom¬ 
ed to frequent the particular harbor 
or locality in question have been des 
troyed. In any event, it is known that 
what may be termed 'over-whaling’ 
will cause the whales to almost entire¬ 
ly disappear from a given locality 

"If, then, wealing is to be carried 
©n successfully in our Alaskan waters 
and the whole Is to be'so conserved 
that it will continue to frequent these 
waters, then there must be limitation 
placed upon the number which may be 
caught in any given locality. The only 
- limitation *hat may practically be put 
upon the catch is one that will pre¬ 
vent the location of more than one 
station at any given place. 

"On account it the invention of the 
harpoon gun, whaling now is carried 
on like any other large industrial and 
commercial enterprise. Large amounts 
of money rre invested in the busi¬ 
ness, a certain Canadian company 
having an investment of something 
over $6,000,000, while one of the Amer¬ 
ican companies operating in West¬ 
ern Alaska has an investment of 
$600,000, and ihe other companies 
operating in Southeastern Alaska and 
at Grays Harbor have each invest- 
mentes of $300,000. The necessity of 
large equipment, involving-the invest¬ 
ment of large capital, was all brought 
about through the harpoon gun. 

"An average whale is of the weight 
of fifty head of fat cattle and pro¬ 
duces from thirty to fifty barrels of 
oil, beside a considerable amount of 
fertilizer and whalebone. The size and 
strength of the whale requires the 
heaviest machinery, made of the bast 
material, while the modern methods 
•f capture increase the number taken 
to such an extant that shore stations, 
where are handled the carcasses of 
whales, must be established at large 
expense. 

“It is not uncommon to see in¬ 
vested in a single shore station $160,- 
000, and the method of construction is 
such that it is difficult and well-nigh 
Impossible to remove the same from 
one location to another. Also the 
transportation of supplies, of which 
fhel is an important item, from tho 
base of operation to the whaling sta¬ 
tion and the transportation of the oil 
and other products from the station to 
Beattie involves an equipment of tank 
steamers or batgeB, likewise requiring 
a large investment of capital. It must 
therefore be apparent that if the Un 
Ited States li to profit from this mar¬ 
ine industry and if the industry is not 
to be monopolized by our Canadian 
and Mexican nsighbors, it will have 
to conserve the whale and furnish the 
same protection to capital engaged 
therein as la done by the two coun- 
• tries just referred to. 

"In Mexico 10 whaling is permitted 
except when concession is granted, 
and it is reported—though on account 
•f the state of disorder there exist¬ 
ent the report nas not been verified— 
that the .ght to whale has been 
granted to a company in a few har¬ 
bors remotely ocated from each oth¬ 
er. in Canada ar act has boon passed 
prohibiting the location of stations 
nearer together than 200 miles. The 
distance of seventy-five miles was de¬ 
termined upon in the proposed mea 
sure in order that those advocating it 
might not appear to be seeking a 
monopoly. A greater distance would, 
of course, in a larger degree tend to 
conservo whales and at the same time 
would render the industry more 
stable.”

LIGHTING THC RIG CANAL 

Them Will Be No Difficulty in Locat¬ 
ing the Panama Channel 

Tbe lighting of the Panama canal 
will be an interesting feature of the 
great enterprise. The canal will be 
lighted throughout by automatic unat¬ 
tended lights, each having a distinct 
characteristic. At the entrances'and 
thrqugh Jatun lake a double row of 
about sixty automatic acetylene light 
ed buoys will mark the channel. Tbe 
channel *ii'. be defined further^y 
powerful rapid flashing range llgnff, 
one set at either end of each succes¬ 
sive tangent, thus permitting vessels 
going in either direction to take their 
range off the bow. 

The centre lines of each range are 
set- far enough apart to enable the 
largest vessels to pass each other in 
comfort, through Culebra cut, or 
wherever the proximity of the banks 
permits, beacons will be used instead 
x>t buoys. Tbe sides of tbe canal chan 
nel will be marked by gas buoys about 
every mile, with intermediate spar 
buoys. Each gas buoy will consist of 
a cylindrical, floating, steel body, sur¬ 
mounted by a steel frame which sup¬ 
ports a light and lens at a height of 
of fifteen feet above water level.— 
Christian Snlb^ie Monitor. 

Talking Across the Atlantic 

Testifying before a royal commis¬ 
sion in London the president of the 
Marconi company announced his 
faith that the Hungarian wizard 
would have wireless telephone com¬ 
munication established between Wales 
and Newfoundland before the end of 
the year. According to the prospectus 
the foundations of principle are fully 
laid and the consummation awaits 
only the building of powerful enough 
machines to transmit sound through 
such great distance. 

This Is a prospect reasonably sure 
to tie the continents closer together 
and hasten the coming of the world 
state. When conversation can float 
half' way around the wbrld there is 
really little use for natural bound¬ 
aries and customs bouses. -And it 
Will discourage war. Killing people 
who are on your line is not alluring. 

In discussing the wireless tele¬ 
phone the question ot privacy arises. 
To this the Marconi officials reply 
that long wave lengths which will 
carry the humnn voice across the 
Atlantic can be picked up only by 
stations oi the same power as those 
sent out. AYid aa these stations are 
likely to be under the control ot a 
single company, there will be Just 
about as much privacy as with the 
present telephones. 

Canada’s Resources Barely Touched 

Sir William Van Horne says that 
Canada has so far not even break¬ 
fasted on her vast and undiminished 
resources. This statement is well with 
in the mark, for, according to official 
estimates, the three prairie provinces 
contain no fewer than 272,920,QY5 
acres of r.rable land, of which about 
59,000,000 are now broken. And yet, 
last year, the wheat alone produced 
by Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Al¬ 
berta amounted to 231,717,000 bushels 
wbich was raised on merely one-fifth 
of the agricultural land available. Fur¬ 
ther, peop'e are swiftly realizing that 
agriculture is by no means the west’s 
solitary resource. It is gradually 
dawning upon them that the west 
now stands on the very threshold of 
remarkable developments in other 
most valuable directions—directions 
previously und.scovered or Ignored in 
the first st-enucus stage of the coun 
try’s career, when the solid founda¬ 
tion of things was being weH and 
truly laid. t)nly a few years ago, t'ae 
west was. deemed to have but one re¬ 
source, and the farmer but one crop 
How amazing such a conclusion will 
seem in the near tomorrow. 


BIRTH RATE INCREASES 

Great Britain’s Advancing Birth Rxte, 
Decreasing Death Rate 

Last year's official returns go to 
show that the Ude has turned, and 
that the b’rth rata of Great Britain 
is increasing In comparison with the 
previous year. It is with something 
like a pang, however, that we learn 
that improved ec editions are to have 
much oi the credit for this. Few will 
not regret the information that the 
jbad social surroundings of the people 
have actus ly caused a diminution in 
the births ot the najlon. 

The birth rate was 23.8 per 1,006— 
3.0 below the kverage tor the preced¬ 
ing decenium and 0.8 below tbe birth 
rate of 1911. The provisional figures 
for 1913, however, indicate a rise of 
0.1 per 1,000, thts being the first year 
since 1908 to show an Increase. 

Marriages are on the Increase. The 
rate wa8 15 5 per 1,000 in 1912, being 
0.1 above the average in the ten years 
1902-11. In each of the last thrse 
years the marriage rate has shown ar 
increase. 

The death rate in 1912, 13.3 per 

1,000 was the lowdbt on record, 1,9 
below The average for the ten preced¬ 
ing years and 0.2 per 1,000 below the 
lowest previously recorded In 1910. 
It was mainly due to the diminution 
of the mortality of children under the 
age of five years. 


Why Salmon Run 
At the meeting of the French Acad¬ 
emy of Science recently an interest¬ 
ing cpmmiiEicatlon was made on the 
resu't of the observations of Frofes 
sor Route an the migration of sal¬ 
mon to fresh water. \ 

The observations covered the rivers 
entering tl-.s ser. on the Breton coast, 
and It was found that the proportion 
of oxygen dissolved in fresh water 
was the principal factor determining 
the ascent of the salmon. Like all fi u .h 
of their family, the salmon have an 
Intense need of breathing, and this in¬ 
creases in the reproductive period. 
Consequently they only enter rivers 
whose waters are able to satisfy this 
need by the quantity of oxygen held in 
solution. It is tho search for this water 
that leads them up the rivers, even 
where obstructions make it necessary 
to leap In their characteristic way. 

Besides the scientific interest, Pro¬ 
fessor Route’s observations, if they 
could but be proven, would possasr 
great practical value, as they would 
enable on * immediately to discern 
which rivers were worth an attempt 
to introduce salmon by purifying the 
water, providing ladders, etc. and 
which were tho rivers in which such 
labors would be certaltf to be vain. 


Lady Offered to be Handcuffed 

The suffragette outrages in the 
English picture galleries, which re¬ 
sulted in closing the buildings, has 
meant a lot of trouble for the officials. 

Since the Na icnal Gallery lias shut 
its doors the staff have been inun¬ 
dated with requests from visitors to 
London for special permission to go 
round. The embassies also, since any 
personal friend of an ambassador is 
admitted, are bombarded with re¬ 
quests. 

One lady who was not known to 
Dr. Page, -he U.’S. ambassador, having 
failed In all her efforts, at last wrote 
despairingly to the gallery offering to 
hire two weighty policemen or com- 
misslonafies to accompany her round: 
and she added that if that wan not 
enough protection, she was willing to 
be handcuffed to her guardians, if only 
she could by' that means snatch a 
brief hour with the old masters that 
she had crossed the Atlantic specially 
to see. 


Leprosy In North America 

In adopting a resolution favoring a 
bill now before congress for the es¬ 
tablishment of a national leper colony 
in the Unit-d States the rather start¬ 
ling stater ent was made that the 
number of lepers now In this country 
is estimated at between 300 and 500. 
There must have been a great in¬ 
crease of theso cases within the last 
quarter of a century if these figures 
are correct, and it is high time that 
some provision for segregating the 
lepers in a place where they can re¬ 
ceive humane treatment was made. 

The lepers in the colony at Malo- 
kai, Hawaii are comparatively happy 
In spite of their affliction. They have 
companion-hip, {.unitary quarters, the 
most scientific treatment, and every¬ 
thing poss'ble is done to make their 
lot endurable. It is almost impossible 
to imagine wha. a leper in this coun¬ 
try, confined alone in a shack and 
treated much as the lepers were in 
Biblical times, must suffer. It would 
be more humane to put him out of 
his misery at once. 

There are only about 20 lepers In 
England, and yet a leper colony is to 
be established there in a deserted part 
of the county of Essex. The late Lord 
Strathcona left a bequest of $25,000 
for this purpose. Surely If there *s 
need of a lepe- colony in England, 
where theie are only 20 cases, thare 
is much more need for one in tho 
United States, where there are be- 
tween'300 - - .d E00 cases, isolated but 
widely scattered —The Argus. 


Harvest and Ploughing 

In many parts of the west the 
ground becomes very hard and dry 
soon after the grain is cut The hot 
Bun and the dry winds soon bake the 
ground very hard; the short stubble 
lets them at the ground much better 
than did the standing grain. This 
condition makes it imperative that 
rhe ground be ploughed very quickly 
after harvest. Itherwise it becomes 
so hard It cannot be ploughed at all 
until aftir tho spring thaw and 
rains. 

Tractor owners have hit upon a 
very excellent solution of this grave 
problem. They cut their grain and 
plough the ground at the same time. 
First they cut two rounds with, the 
binder. Then .hey hitch the engine 
to the plough, and the binder to the 
back end of the plough frame. A 
seven foot left hand binder and a six 
bottom, fourteen inch plough make an 
excellent combination for this pur¬ 
pose. The binder cuts its full swath 
and drops Its bundles on the- ploughed 
ground just behind the plough. The 
plough turns over the same ground 
that the engine is travelling over. A 
two-section harrow may be added to 
this outfit. The harrow is hitched 
close up behind the plough and ahead 
of the bundle carrier of the binder. 
This triple combination is hard to 
beat. 

This combination has more than 
one advantage. As mentioned before, 
it ploughs th ground before It has a 
chance to dr/ out and bake. It also 
kills millions of weeds to each acre. 


No Requests for Peace 8tampe 
At the poet office department it was 
stated that no official representations 
have been made concerning the Issue 
of peace centenary stamps as Is being 
done In the United States. There 
has been some outside talk about It, 
but aa yet no official consideration 
has been given the matter. 


Torpedo With Deadly Whiskers 
An "unusual and significant activ¬ 
ity” in the fashicning of new devices 
for naval war which may surprise H. 
G. Welle and would stagger Jules 
Verne could he return to life, is dis 
closed on almost every page of the 
Naval Annual for 1914 just published. 

Of all the new weapons described 
none is more devilish than the Leon 
torpedo mine, which is b eing manu¬ 
factured by a British firm. This 
engine is so constructed that it can 
be set to hover between any depths 
below the surface that may be de¬ 
sired. When placed in the water 
it has a alight negative buoyancy and 
sinks until automatically a propeller 
is brought Into action which drives 
it upward again * 

It can be used in the open sea by 
any type of ship, or in the case of 
tidal harbors It could be released 
by a vessel outside so as to make 
its way with the tide into the anchor¬ 
age, and perhaps destroy shipping 
there. 

A touch on the deadly steel "whis¬ 
kers’’ which project from its upper 
surface and (he enemy would be sent 
to the bottom as were the Hatause 
and tbe Petropevlosk in the Russo- 
Japanese war. 

Skeleton Unearthed Near Nanaimo 
While excavating on Brechin. Point, 
near Nanaimo, H. B. Greave unearth¬ 
ed the banes of a skeleton which are 
believed to be those of a white man 
burled over one hundred years ago. 
The skeletcn; which was buried in 
about thr e feet of earth, was sur¬ 
rounded by clam shells and other evid¬ 
ences of an Ihdlan clam feast. Since 
the remains were burled a large cedar 
tree has grown over the place. 

Residents of the neighborhood be¬ 
lieve that the skeleton Is the 
bones of one of five members of 
Captain George Vancouver's crew 
who disappeared when that great 
navigator visited Departure Bay In 
M761-92.

Series jf Maps Issued, Together With 
Pamphlets, Describing In Detail the 
Topographies and Othor Features 
Will be of Great Value to Intending 
Settler*. 

Victoria.—Three new pre-empters’ 
maps covering the Nechaco, Chllcoten 
and North Thompson districts, have 
just been issued by tbe surveys branch 
of the department of lands. These 
maps form part of a series of ten, cov¬ 
ering approximately 100,000 square 
miles of land, and will prove of great 
assistance to intending pre emptors. 
They show the lands surveyed to date 
in the sections covered, the tracts 
available for pre-emption being shown 
in pink, while those taken up are in¬ 
dicated in white. The surveyed areas 
shown in pinl: and the unsurveyed 
land shown in the same color can be 
pre-empted’ at the office of the govern¬ 
ment agent of the land-recording divi¬ 
sion in which it is situated. It Is nec¬ 
essary toi, stake the unsurveyed land 
and describe It according to metes and 
bounds in the application. The survey¬ 
ed tracts can be applied for without 
staking, be’ng described in tbe applica¬ 
tion by 4he-r number. 

Maps have already been Issued in 
this series showing the lands for 
pre-emption In the Fort George and 
Tete Jaune districts. It was In these 
districts that 80,000 acres were open 
•ed to pre-emption last month, and 
.over three-quarters of this land re- 
. main opec. The new maps cover 
the ueras adjoining that embraced in 
previous ones; - the whole series are 
■ drawn to connect with each other. 

The Nechaca sheet shows the ter¬ 
ritory westward of the Fort George 
.district extending to this Ilazeltoo 
.division and embraces the great in- 
'terior lake basin, and the Nechaco, 
.Endako and other fertile valleys. 
(The North Thompson sheet shows 
the land adjoining the new C.N.R. 
Railway, and extends northward 
from the railway belt to the territory 
embraced in the maps previously 
published. It includes the Canem 
Lake, Brlcge Lake and Bonaparte 
districts of Eastern Llllooet and the 
Lake districts, other areas in whica 
settlement is taking place. The Chll- 
oten sheet covers the Northern Lll¬ 
looet and Southern Cariboo plateau 
and valleys. Another map, the Ques- 
nel sheet, : being completed, which 
will cover the territory between that 
embraced in the Chllcoten and North 
Thompson sheets. 

The series of maps, together with 
the series of pamphlets, published by 
the department of lands, describing 
in detail the topographical and other 
features of the Fort George, Fort 
Fraser, Skenna, Cariboo and Peace 
River land recording divisions, will 
prove a g<eat value to intending 
settlers.

NEW TWO-DOLLAR BILLS 

Issued to Commemorate Stay of Duke 
and Duchess of Connaught 

The stay in Canada of their royal 
highnesses the Duke and Duchess of 
.Connaught has been commemorated 
by the Issue ot a new two-dollar hill 
bearing excellent engravings ot the 
royal personages. 

It 1$ the fourth Issue of the two- 
dollar notes Ihe first bore ths 
picture of Lord Dufferln, the second 
that of Lord Lansdcwne, and the third 
that Of the Prince ot Wales, after¬ 
wards King Edward VII. 

The new bill Is of very artistic de¬ 
sign and wholly different from that 
now tn use. 1 The engravings of the 
Duke and Duchess appear in either 
corner, while in place of the fishing 
scene In the centre the figure “two’’ 
appears with the letters "two’’ on 
each side. The tint on the face and 
the back ot the bill Is a light olive 
green, whereas in the old hill the 
face was green and the back brown. 
On the back cf the new bill Is the 
Dominion coat of arms surrounded 
by the arms of each of the provinces. 

Numbers one and two of tbe new 
bills were 1 resented to the Duke and 
Duchess of Comaught as a sduvenir 
of their stay in Canada. 


Hard to Got Persian Lambs’ 

It Is evidently beooming increasing¬ 
ly dlffcult tc procure real PersiaD 
sheep from which to start the fur in¬ 
dustry on *hls side of the Atlantic suc¬ 
cessfully. 

Three Persians, M. K. Maljanain, 
M. G. Vartaihan and John Abajian, 
residing now at Providence, Rhode 
Island, have been trying for three 
years to latroluce into the Western 
hemipshere Persian lambs. Accord¬ 
ing to Mr Abajian no less than tec 
thousand dollars have been expended, 
the net recult o f which was the ar¬ 
rival ot eight animals on board the 
S.S. Pallenza, in Montreal* a few days 
ago. 

Upon arrival here, however, the 
authorities refused to permit ths 
sheep to be landed and all except two 
have been slaughtered! owing to the 
fact that foot and moutli disease is 
said to be prevalent in Persia. The 
two live lambs have been presented to 
the captain of the steamer. 

Mr. Abajian related the trials in¬ 
cident to a journey through Persia, 
over the Caucnsslan mountains, the 
arrival in Batcum, and thence to 
Hamburg, whore eight of the’ thirty 
sheep bough: were safely shipped. In¬ 
quiry was made of the British Con¬ 
sul and it wa3 thought there would 
be no difficulty in getting the sheep 
landed in Canada; but Dr. F. Tor 
ranee, chief veterinary inspector of 
Ottawa, flatly refused to allow the 
sheep to be larded for any purpose 
whatever. Cable communication was 
then opened up with London to see if 
tbe animals might be entered there, 
and then with Holland, in neither 
case was it possible to get the sheep 
landed. 

Mr. Abajian says each Persian 
lamb is worth about fifty dollars, the 
practice being to kill them when one 
or two days old and utilize their 
skins. He admits that the Canadian 
authorities were quite within their 
rights in refusing permission to land, 
and he sayo that they have no legal 
claim to compensation. 


Science Doe. Not Always Pay 

Professor Sitvanus Thompscn, lec¬ 
turing at the Royal Institution In 
London on "Faraday and the Founda¬ 
tions of Electrical Engineering,” gave 
some curious information as to iha 
small reward with which that great 
man ot sclonc? had to be content. 

At the age of 30 Faraday was liv¬ 
ing with bis wife In two rooms at 
the top of .the Royal Institution on a 
salary of $500 r. year, with coal and 
gas free. Davy s erratic career woul-l 
have plunged the Royal Institution in¬ 
to bankruptcy, but Faraday made a 
valiant struggle to place it on a sound 
footing. Yet, after he had discovered 
magneto-electric induction, the auth¬ 
orities ot the Royal Institute found 
themselve: unalit to improve his posi¬ 
tion, and hie salary -emained at $500. 

Professo - Thompson said nothing 
perhaps wisely, about modern rates 
or pay, but he did venture the re¬ 
mark that during the whole of its 
course the Roye.1 Institution had spent 
only $600,000 on salaries and mater¬ 
ials, or as much per year as the sal¬ 
ary of a certain professor in a Scot 
tlsh university. In that century th; 
Royal Institution has enjoyed the ser¬ 
vices of Davy, Farcday, — Tyndall, 
Franklin and Rayleigh. 

Professor Thompson might have 
quoted Davy's remark when Faa- 
day want' d to quit bookbinding for 
the laboratory—"Stick to your trade, 
my boy; sr'encu doesn’t pay." 


Would Abolish Black Rod 

The Nationalist members in the 
British House ot Commons have for 
years had a feud with Black Rod, and 
they have male repeated attempts to 
have him abolished—attempts which 
have been successfully repuUed. 

His office was constituted by Henry 
VIII., who '.ecreed that “there ought 
to be one Vsh;r whom the Sovereign 
and copan ons will trust and shall 
be a gentleman famous in arms an-J 
blood • * * Ke shall have the 

care and custody and pre-eminence of 
keeping our secret chambers of the 
houfee where the chapter Is held and 
of the doors were council shall bo 
held.” 

The chief duty of the present gen¬ 
tleman usher of the Black Rod, Ad¬ 
miral Sir Henry Stephenson, Is to con¬ 
vey to the hciue of commons his maj¬ 
esty has been "graciously pleased to 
give hts assent to a bill.” Mr. Lloyd 
George may be on his legs when Black 
Rod comes with his message, but ha 
has td give way. Democrats do not Uko 
this! 


Has Substitute Tor Gasoline 
John Andrews, a McKeesport chem¬ 
ist a Portuguese-Amerlcan, claims to 
h%ye discovered a synthetic substitute 
tor gasoline, which can be marketed 
for 6 to 6 cents a gollon.

AVIATORS IN THE WORLD'S BIOi 
GEST RACE TO FLY ACROSS 

CANADA ‘ 

The “All-Round-the-World” Air Rgsn 
in Connection With tho Panama- 
Pacific Exhibition in Attracting 
Much Attention by Roaaon of it* 
Novelty. 

The competitors in the great "AIL 
round-the-world" air race in connec¬ 
tion with the Pat ama-Paciflc exhibition 
will have 1 he assistance of wireless 
telegraphy all along the route. 

Arrangements ha^e been made with 
Mr. Marcoa for the wireless stations 
on shipboard, and the stations in New¬ 
foundland, '-abrudor. Greenland, Ice¬ 
land, North B’dlaln, and right across 
Europe and Siberia to the terminus 
of the Trans-Siberiar. Railway, to bn 
used in any way possible that might 
assist the compb.itors in the contest 
London Ib ths first o» the European 
control stations of which there urn 
about 20, each some thousand mi'es 
apart, in tho tctal distance of 21,000 
miles. There will be intermediate 
supply stut'ons. each 150 miles apart, 
exeept In the States, where they will 
be separated by 300 miles. The Lon¬ 
don control station will probably be at 
Hendon, and the supply stations in 
Great Britain from the SheUands to 
the Metrop Us will be arranged and 
fitted up by th.i Royal Aero club and 
the "Shell" Company. 

If a man tails to finish within the 
121 days stipulated he will be fir.ed 
$1,000 per dey for each day in excess 
if he wins the firs’: prize; $300 per 
day if he wing the recond prize, and 
$200 per day for tbe third prize, if he 
crosses the occen by steamer lie ia 
penalized $20 per mile for the first 
prize, and correspondingly less for 
the second ,-.nd third prize. 

The prize money is increasing - ail 
the time. Apart from the three nn I a 
prizes, amounting to *$150,000, thera 
are subsidiary prizes which "have rap¬ 
idly pasted, a total of $250,000. Towns 
and municipal! .its offer prize money. 
Cheyenne (Wyoming), the first control 
station In the States, offers $60,000;i 
Chicago, $25,000; New York (if th* 
aviators pass that way) $50,000; To¬ 
ronto, Montreal and Quebec (in con¬ 
junction) $50,000 

In order to -nduce competitors to 
go all the way. these prizes will bo 
doled out In proportionate amounts 
along the whole line of route, and 
not handed t v«j* in lump sums. 

There wi'l alsc be numerous small 
prizes ranging from $600 to $1,000 
for the aviators wlio, of their own 
volition, d-scenc. at the townships of¬ 
fering these smaller prizes. After 
leaving Chicago the pilots will fly 
along the shores of the Great Lakes, 
down the St. Lt-.wrence river to Bello 
Isle. Eastward they will follow tho 
line of the Trans-Siberian railway, 
barnchltg e l towards Vladivostok. 

It is estimated that the journey 
will cost each pilot between $10,K>0 
and $i5,d00, but notwithstanding 
this, 50 competitors have already en¬ 
tered this, the greatest, air contest 
ever organ'red 


Or/ Farming In B.C. 

To determine to what extect dry 
farming is practicable in the semi- 
arid section of Central British Col¬ 
umbia, two government experimental 
farms are in process of establish 
ment at Nicola :.nd Llllooet. Meteor¬ 
ological statist.cs are being carefully 
gathered and records kept of all cul¬ 
tivation methods, and the results oh. 
tained. While it will take a long per¬ 
iod to arrive at accurate conclusions, 
still the observations made thus far 
have been moBt encouraging, hinting 
at quite an agricultural future for tha 
localities. 

The work commenced last rail when 
the land »;as ploughed, dixed and 
trenched. Statistic.; taken during the 
winter w .‘re surprising, inasmuch aa 
they indicated that conditions were 
not nearly so adverse to agriculture 
as had been popularly supposed. Tills 
spring, trial plots were prepared and 
seeded to various varieties of oats, 
wheat, barley, grasses and vegetables. 
Seed was secured from the Fergus 
County Dry Lena Experimental Faim, 
of Montana, from other Western 
States and from Australia, where semi- 
arid conditions exist and dry farming 
methods a:e followed. 

A striking proof >f the results of 
cultivation was furnished at one of 
the stations the past winter. In 
unploughed land moisture penetrated 
to a depth of 12 inches. On plough 
ed and prepared land It penetrated 31 
inches.—J.T.E., in Montreal Family 
Herald. 


The Negro Problem 
NAtion-wlde interest is being taken 
in A const'tutional fight between the 
white and negro residents of Louis¬ 
ville, Kentucky, over an ordinance re¬ 
cently passed by the city council for¬ 
bidding negroes to invade the resi¬ 
dential portions of Louisville occupied 
by the whites. The law not only pro¬ 
hibits the blacks from living among 
the whites, but 1 iso forbids the whites 
to move Inn the negro quarters. It is, 
in fact, a belateu attempt to segregate 
tbe negroes in this ' southern city, 
where the blacks number quite a 
fourth of the population. In recent 
years the negroes of Louisville have 
progressed very markedly both in ed 1 
cation and in wealth, and there has 
been a tendency on the part of the 
wealthier imorr them to buy properly 
in the bett- r portions of the city. This 
is resented by Ufa white population, 
whose property ,n consequence has de¬ 
preciated in value. The negroes are 
advised that tbe ordinance is uncon 
stttutlonal. Protest meetings have 
been held and none; is being collect¬ 
ed for the pu:pose ot fighting this 
matter, and test case is to be 
brought. It is reared that unless the 
dispute can be settled amicably there 
will be gr.’ve disorder in Kentucky, 
and possibly In the south generally

possible fulfilment of the prophecy | 
of the great Russian seer.

Russian official advices describe 
the operations in Russian Poland 
culminating in the victories of 
Krasnik and Tomaszow. One 
million m6n were engaged on the 
Austrian and German side, and 
for six [days the Russians remained 
on the defensive, finally taking a 
general offensive movement by 
reason of the sneoess of General 
Brnesiloff and General Rnszky. 


Having come through her trials 
in a satisfactory manner, the cruiser 
Niobe is at present on the North 
Atlantic doing a share of the North 
Atlantic patrol work which is be¬ 
ing carried out by the Admiralty. 
The Niobe has a full complement 
of men and officers numbering 700 
who are all receiving pay from the 
Dominion government. The.Niobe 
flys the British ensign at the stern 
and the Canadian flag at the bow. 
She is under admiralty control and 
direction. She is not expected to 
put in at any Canadian port for a 
couple of weeks, when she will do 
so for coaling purposes. 

The Rainbow and the Pacific 
submarines, like the Niobe, are all 
under the direction of the Admir¬ 
alty. On the outbreak of war the 
government of Canada offered the 
services of the ships to the admir¬ 
alty. which were gladly accepted. 
While their movements are under 
the direction of the Admiralty, 
everything is reported to the Cana¬ 
dian government, . 


The crops on summerfallow land 
is proving a surprise to all, and all 
things considered, farmers who 
have any kind of a crop will do 
well.

Lieut, vou Tirpitz, son of the 
German admiral, who was captured 
in the recent naval engagement off 
Heligoland, started a mutiny at the 
Red ford barracks, near Edinburgh, 
where he and other prisoners were 
confined. With about twenty 
Germans he rushed the guards but 
the mutiny was quelled after a 
time. Von Tirpitz got through 
the guards and was caught while 
olimbing the barrack wall. He 
was then taken, under a strong 
guard to Edinburgh castle.
